Binder twine manufacturers have 
announced radical price reductions 
that will save the farmers of Canada 
the substantial amount of $7,000,000. 

This miay sound like a pretty large 
figure to be saved on the purchase of 
so simple a commodity as twine, but 
that is because very few people real¬ 
ize the tremndous amount of twine 
that is used by the grain producing 
countries. 

When the average grain farmer 
goes to town just , prior to harvest 
and loads up the necessary twine to 
bind his crops—five, ten, or twenty 
bales—it is doubtful if he ever stops 
to figure the amount of binder twine 
that is used annually throughout the 

world. 

I 

His grain fields comprising- 200, 300 

ro 1000 acres sem very large to him 

and indeed they are—too large in a 

year when he can’t beg men to work 

for five dollars a day. But consider 

the sum total of all the grain fields in 

Canada; we won’t bother about the 

rest of the world, but will just take 

Canada alone. Imagine, if you can, 

being in the centre of 45,000,000 acres 

of small grain which is the total’ 
* 

acreage for Canada in 1921 as given 
by the government estimate. Picture 
the sight of 45,000,00*0 acres of stand¬ 
ing grain on an August (Jay with the 
sunshine glancing off the russett 
heads and the breezes billowing over 
that immense sea in great waves 200 
miles in length. 

Place the proud metropolis of Win¬ 
nipeg in the centre of this gigantic 
grain field. It would be a mere dot 
in the centre, several hours’ ride ride 
from either edge by the fastest rail¬ 
road train. Such a field of grain 
would make a belt twenty miles wide 
extending from Vanvouver to St.John 

When harvest time came, one eight 
foot binder in harvesting this field of 
grain would travel 46,349,000 miles, 
and would require 1,760 years to do 
it, even working twenty-four hours a 
day. It would take a pretty well- 
built binder to stand it, don’t you 
think and the horses would get most 
awfully tired? , 

How much twine would it take to 
bind the grain on a farm of 45,000,- 
000 acres? Now that we have our 
pencil sharpened, let us do >a little 
fore figuring. Two and one-half 
pounds of twine to the acre is a very

Feed 1 lb of Epsom salts to 100 hens 
once a week for a month or two. 

Mrs. Pound—-For feeding young 
chicks—hard boiled eggs, rolled oats 
and bread crumbs mixed together, 
feed a little at a time and often, and 
plenty of clear cold water. 

Mrs. Blair—For colds in turkeys-# 
a few drops of muriatic acid in the 
drinking water is useful, but >a. little 
kerosine in the water often cures a 
cold through the birds getting a lit¬ 
tle of the oil about the head while 
drinking. 

Mrs. Russell—Do not feed young 
turkeys for 48 hours, at the start 
feed hard boiled eggs, chopped fine 
shell and all, five times a day, giving- 
sour filk to drink, feed a little sand, 
bran or bread crumbs maxed together 
when a few days old.

Thirty-eight years ago, and shortly 
after Dr. Lewis proclaimed his belief 
in the benefits of out-door life, Mr.

On 
the contrary, the boys thrived in his 
camp and grew strong and husky, 
happy boys and girls finding 

To-day there are hundreds of 
thousands of happy boys and girls 
finding keen enjoyment and profiting 
by this somewhat modern institution 
known as the ‘summer camp’. 

Nature has many lessons which 
books and school-rooms fail to teach, 
The teacher who will go to camp with 
his boys must in order to be success- 
ful, lead in the play, and games 
swim, tramp, paddle and study nat¬ 
ure rather as a big brother than as 
an instructor.

it because some of those 45,000,000 
acres of Canadian grain are not 
bound every year. Two and one-half 
pounds to the acre give us 112,500,000 
pounds of twine, of 2,250 000 bales. 
Placed end ta end these bales would 
form a solid chain 1,065 miles long. 
A twenty-story office building 240 feet 
high and 130 feet square could be 
built from these bales, and there 
would be enough twine left to comn 
pletely fill it. Counting 600 bales to 
the carload it would require a solid 
train of 3,750 cars extending forty 
miles to haul it. „
